SIU probes incident at Pen Centre

Ihe province's Special Investigations Unit 
is probing a confrontation between a teen¬ 
ager and Niagara Regional Police officers at 
the Pen Centre on St Patrick's Day. 

The 16-year-old Denis Morris High School 
student is recovering from a concussion as 
well as various scrapes and bruises. 

The Special Investigations Unit is 
Ontario's civilian oversight agency respon¬ 
sible for investigating circumstances involv¬ 
ing police that have resulted in death or seri- 

John Bragagnolo, the manager of the Pen 
Centre, said mall security received a call on 
St. Patrick's Day about two male subjects 
causing a disturbance. Niagara Regional 
Police officers were already at the mall for 
another incident and took over. 

The teen's mother took to Facebook in 
frustration after saying she was unable to 
get an explanation for what happened to her 

The mall allowed the mother to see sur¬ 


veillance video of the incident She said the 
video showed police injuring her son dur¬ 
ing the takedown. She said the video also 
showed her son was put in a chokehold and 
taken down again after he was in handcuffs. 

The teen can't be named under provisions 
of the Youth Criminal Justice Act, which pro¬ 
tects the identity of a person under the age 
of 18 who is charged with an offence or who 

The Pen Centre declined to allow the 
Standard to view the video citing privacy 
concerns. 

Now that the SIU is involved, Const Phil 
Gavin said the NRP was prohibited from 
releasing information or commenting on 
the investigation. 

Gavin said the NRP became aware last 
Monday, through social media posts, that 


an interaction with a police officer involved 
in the investigation of the disturbance."

Upper Canada Lodge in Nia-

Lodge in Fort Erie, each with 
80 beds, as well as Linhaven in 
St. Catharines with 248 beds, 
are under review by the Region 
as they will not meet structural 
compliance requirements by 
2025. 

A task force including coun- 
cillors, regional staff and 
industry experts, was formed 
in March 2015 to begin review¬ 


ing options to redevelop them. 

A 144-page preliminary 
report, prepared by Deloitte 
and presented to regional 
council last Thursday night, 
outlined possible directions as 
well as results from initial pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

Redevelopment is a chance 
to reduce costs and make 


beds, said Henriette Koning, 
the Region's director of seniors 
services. 

Niagara’s cost per bed is 

ties, at about $185 per day, but 
there is potential to lower that 
further, she told councillors. 

Those decreased costs can 
be seen in the private and not- 


to "improved facility strategy,” 
she said. 

Redevelopment aEows Nia¬ 
gara to "leverage the project to 
gain those efficiencies as well."

St. Catharines Mayor Walter Sendzik 
called the budget “definitely a good news 
story for cities.”

Specifically, he said the Shickluna hydro 
project being developed in co-operation 
with St Catharines Hydro is shovel ready, 
awaiting funding to make it a reality. 

While the province and city have both 
pitched in to the cost, Sendzik said the green 
infrastructure announcement within the 
budget "we're hoping the feds will come to 
the table with a significant investment that 
will allow us to get that off the ground” 

If approved, he said construction could 
begin in six months, and it could be opera¬ 
tional 18 months later. 

"This is right in the wheelhouse of what 
we're looking at from the federal govern¬ 
ment,” Sendzik said. “We're excited to see 
what the details (of the funding program) 
are so hopefully, this projects can be one of 
the first announcements made by the fed¬ 
eral government under the green infrastruc-

“It's quite important for Niagara, given 
the economic standing of many families,” 
he said. 

Meanwhile, the 10-per-cent increase 
for seniors living on dieir own will have an 
impact on 900,000 seniors across the coun- 
try. 

In Niagara with one of the largest seniors 
demographics in the country, he said the 
funding increase will have a huge impact. 

‘We've heard a lot from our residents that 
things are difficult, especially if you're on 
your own living on old age security and the 

Bittle said he looks forward to working 
with St. Catharines, the Region and other 
Niagara municipalities to ensure that the 
region gets its share of the funding. 

'We're focused on innovation, growing 
the economy and addressing the infrastruc¬ 
ture deficit,” he said. 

Badawey said “the affects of the budget 
are going to touch everybody from all areas 
and all walks oflife.” 

He too, said he plans to work with the 
communities he represents to help ensure 
that applications from the communities he
